The Cologne Gazett':, a journal 
kaown to bo directly inspired h\ the 
Prussian Foreign "Otfice, states tiiat 
Prince Bisma.bok has made a most itn 
portant cdmtnunication to tho Federal 
- Council, which ho caused to be sum- 
moned in Berlin a few days ago. As 
reported in these despatches, he laid 
before tho Council copies of two pro- 
tocols which had been drawn up at 
Vienna in the presence of the Em- 
peror Frakcis Joseph, providing for 
an otFensive and defensive alliance be- 
tween the two Empires. The Austrian 
Emperor signed tho protocol with the; 
resfirvation that it was not to be Ijind- 
ing upon him until it had received tho 
signature of tho German Kaiser. 
Prince Bismarck, in laying these i)a- 
pers before the Council, said that he 
racognize'd the gravity of the situation, 
and acknowledged the propriety of 
taking the representatives of the peo- 
ple into his confidence. The proposed 
alliance might, it probably would, be 
resented by the Great Power in North 
Europe, and this resentment might be 
so violent as to lead to war, but, the 
Chancellor added, the Council should 
weigh all tho conditions of tho situa- 
tion and act for tho best interest.s of 
the Fatherland. "As for myself," he 
said in conclusion, "I am so convinc- 
ed that the proposed alliance is vitally 
necessary for our safety, that I am re- 
solved to make its acceptance by our 
Emperor a condition of my remaining 
in office. If ho refuses to sign the 
protocols, I shall at once resign my 
office, and retire to end my days at 
Varzin." The Council gavo their ap- 
proval of tho protocols immediately. 
Afterward Count Stolberg, Minister of 
State, proceeded to Baden, iirhore the 
Emperor is now sojourning, to ask his 
sanction. Under the pressure thus 
brought to boar upon him, the Emperor 
signed the protocols, protesting that he 
considered the step an uuwi.se one to 
take in tho present condition of Europe. 
Those papers contain the terms of the 
contract of an alliance between Austro 
Hungary and Germany, wiiich is the 
ultimate outcome of the conference be- 
tween Prince Bismarck and CSunt 
Akdrassy some time since. They are 
said to have nothing]; more in view than 
the preservation of the peace of Eu 
rope, but at the same time it is assert- 
ed here by those who claim to know 
something of the matters involved, 
that these provisions arr sucli as to 
lead almost with certainty to perilous 
complications with Russia. It is as- 
serted that tho terms of the alliance 
were chieily dictated by Prince Bis- 
UAROK, and are Strongly impressed with 
tho leading features of his traditional 
policy. Whether England will be 
openly invited to become an active 
party to this new alliance has not been 
revealed. 

AFFAJJiH IN SOUTH AFRICA. 



Cape Town advices up to Sept. 1st 
say that the feeliug of dissatisfaction 
on the part of the Colonists there and 
at Natal at Sir Garnet Wolseley's set- 
tlement of the Zulu war, by the sub- 
division of tho country into thirteen 
districts, increases rather than diminish- 
es. It is considered to be altogether 
unsatisfactory, and to be fraught with 
danger from inter-tribal disputes, the 
loosening of authority, a renewal of 
cattle stealing on the borders, and of 
all the complications which hare for 
fifty years disturbed the eastern fron- 
tier of Cape Colony. Not so much is 
said of the loss to the colony of the 
revenue which was looked for from a 
sale of lands to emigrants, which 
would have followed annexation, but 
there can be no doubt that the con- 
firmation to the natives of their rights 
to their land, and tho prohibition of 
sales to white men, are in a great de- 
gree at tho bottom of the discontent 
with existing arrangements.

The proscciitoi' deposed that on Sunday 
last tho defendant, with whom ho has 
boon living, loaded a pistol and.iaf tor go- 
ing up ataira told a thiitl par^ that lie 
(defendant) would shoot ■vritncsB. He 
further deposed that ho went in bodily 
fear of the defendant who had fraciuontly 
insulted him and on this occasion' had 
told him that if lie oporied^'his 'mou'ch 
again ho would kill him. 

Christian Moo 'disposed that he had 
boon in the employ of tho plaintiff and 
defendant. On Sunday last ho went into 
the kiti-hoii of the ro.staiiiant kept by tho 
defendant on Johii.-iou street and saw that 
Woods had liurnloy down on tho floor.

Witness asked him what ho wanted that 
for ! and defendant told him it was none 
of his business, ho could carry itif lie liked 
and if Burnley said auothor word to him 
he would kill both him and;jrith^a5. Sub- 
sequently defendant oftbred 'to hand tho 
pisttd to witness who declined io tako it 
as ho might get into trouble about it. .Af- 
terwards witness saw tho revolver in the 
kitchen and it was loaded and defendant 
asked hiut.w'hijt "right ho had to look tit it 
and theivpiit it in lus pocket. 

Thomas Whitoliurch doposod that ho 
was at Woods' houso on Sunday and heard 
him (Wood.s) say to the prosociitar "Char- 
ley don't make ine wilil or I'll go for you. 
Dry up." Tho prosecutor theroupon pick- 
ed up a piece of wood and struck the de- 
fendant with it over the eye. A fight en- 
siled, but witne.13 heard no threatening 
language. 

Frank Brown testified tliat ho was at 
Woods' houso on Sunday and heard hiui 
and Burnloy having words. l''inally a 
struggle ensued between them and witm.'Sfl 
separated them. He hoard no threats of 
killing made. 

His Honor said that he did not consider 
the ovidonco substautlatod the charge of 
threatening to kill and ordorod that the 
summon.s bo dismissed. 

Mr. W. Pollard appeared for tho proso- 
cutor. 

Edward Chapm.in, tlie lad charged with 
removing a piece of glass from a slio)) on 
Store street and with stealing a key from 
tlio show caso, was again brought up. 

TJio Sergeant of Polioo said that no op- 
portunity had yot occurred to obtain tho 
boy employment and a fiirtlior remand 
was therefore granted. 

Tho charge of assault, laid by ono mar- 
ried woman against another, was with- 
drawn.

The death of Mr. E. Grancini after a 
brief illness has shocked tho community.

Natur- 
ally kind-hearted and generous to a fault, 
ho gave to every worthy object. No ono 
ever applied to him for aid and came 
away omptyhanded. Publicspiritcd and 
energetic, he was ono of the organizers oi 
the Fire Department in 1859, and con- 
tinued an active member of the Hook and 
Ladder Company and treasurer of the 
Fire Department till his death. A pioneer 
of la.^S, he was one of the founders of tho 
Pioneer Sccicty. His charitable disposi- 
tion impelled him to join bcnofical socie- 
ties and he became a member of tho 
Masonic and Oddfellovi'a' Orders. Mr. 
Qrancini was a native of Milan, Italy. 
Ho came to California in 1850, and was n 
member of tho important San Francisco 
firm of Cairo and Grancini until 1858, 
when he established a branch of the house 
in this oii^, and eventuallypurchased his 
partner's interest in the "Viotoria house. 
Tho deceased will be greatly missed; and 
tho place he has vacated in the community 
will bodifiioult to fill.

The Imperial Coininissioners who were 
Lately here examining the site of tho dock- 
yard" and tho defences of Esquimalt, have 
reported to tho Homo Government that 
tho former is badly situated and that tho 
defences of Esquimalt are insutficient. 
TIic r<dl ^^all G'(v:dt>', of October 3d, 
remarking on this report, says: "This 
matter of tho proper establishment of a 
mh'al station and fortified post at Van- 
couver Island is a point which ought to 
be carefully considered by tho Royal 
Commission just ajipointed; but no delay 
ought to I ;cur in nuking some more or 
loss sullicient au-an',; uent for the time. 
It Avill be remembered that when the 
squadron of Russian corvettes were lying 
in Sau Francisco last year tho gener.il 
impression was that they intended among 
other ventures to make a dash at Van- 
couver Ishuul. That is the only post 
we have on the western side of tho .Ameri- 
can continent, and as there is no naval 
station nearer than Sydney or Hong 
Kong wo might have beon i)ut to very 
grave inconvonienco indeed by a success- 
ful attack.

."RaUvay Construction in British Co- 
lumbia. 



IToronto MaU, Oct 23.] 

British Columbia exchanges received 
by the last mail contain tho opinions 
of the Provincial pre.s.s on the action 
taken by the Dominion Govornmeiit 
in inviting tenders for railway con- 
.struction on the Pacific coast. Public 
feeling inColumbia is extremely favour- 
able to' the action taken by tho iiresent 
Administration, who have determined 
to proceed witliout delay with tho oon- 
.stvuction of ono hundred and twenty- 
iivo mile.s of railway along the lino of 
Eraser River to Lake Kainloojis. The 
initial point of the lino will bo at Em- 
ory's Bar, which, nccording to The 
Colonist, is a fiat coinpri.siiig two or 
tli-co hundred acres of fairly good 
land, lying five miles below Vale, and 
eleven miles above tho town of Hope, 
wliich in the earlier days of steaming 
on Fraser River was regarded as the 
head of steamboat navigation. Sut 
.steamers, specially constructed tobreast 
the swift current of the Frasnv, now 
run up to Yale, below which the navi- 
gation is rendered dangerou.s by what 
is locally termed ii "ritUc." To obviate 
the necessity of steamers laden with 
freight and pas.songcrs crossing thi.s 
dangerous .spot, the toinporary termi- 
nus o£ the railway has been jilaced at 
Emory's bar, wiiich can be reached 
from \'ictoria within twelve hour.s. 
Cousidoring the variety of questions 
involved in tho action initiate*! by the 
Government, and tho diverse local in- 
terests affected, the unammous ondorse- 
mont given to tho Government's policy 
is remarkable and surprising. Tho 
promptness manifested by the tJovern- 
menfc in fulfilling their promi.so to 
commenco railway construction in the 
Provinco during the jiresent year is 
generously acknowledged by tlm press 
of all parties. 

Turning now to the question of route, 
wc find that pulilic opinion in the Pa- 
cific Province endorses the Cfovcriiment 
policy. The iicoiilo of Vancouver Is- 
land naturally clamour for tlic con- 
Ktruction of a road from Nanaimo to 
Esquimalt as neces.sary to the mainte- 
iianco of Victoria's coinmorcial sufire- 
mncy, but they at the same time rccog 
nize the necessity of the work now 
about to be placed under contract. 
2'/te Colonist confesses tlmt the Island- 
ers have been somewhat unreasonable 
in tlieirdemandsjforit sayf: "Considera- 
tion niu.st bo had for the fact that tlie 
railway would be built in the interest 
of the Dominion at large, and not in 
that of any section of British Colum- 
bia," and on this ground "no one had a 
right to threaten the o.viatence of the 
Dominion if his own pot route wero 
not adopted." Having surmounted 
their prejudices, tho Islanders are pre- 
pared to view tlio question impartially. 
'file Cohnmt believes tho Province will 
presently bogin to prosper as it has 
never yet prospered; that Victoria will 
load tho van in the general advance; 
that lines of steamers will ply daily 
between that city and Emory's Bar, 
conveying rails and rolling stock for 
tho road and supplies for the construc- 
tion parties and iiiiniigrants to settle 
on tho farming lands. Other journals 
draw attention to the fact that the 
railway will at once tap tho richest and 
most extensive farming lands in the 
Provinco, and tliUR promote settlement. 

The present relations of British Co- 
Inmbia to the rest of the Dominion 
contrast in a striking manner with 
those which marked the regime of j\Ii'. 
Mackenzie's administration. There is 
no longer any talk of secession. That 
feeling passed away as soon as the news 
of Sir John Macdonald's victory reach- 
ed the Pacific Provinco. The doubts 
entertained rcs])ccting the sincerity of 
Canada to build tlic traiis-contiiicutal 
railway have long since been dispersed 
by the energetic incasuros initiated and 
now in progres.s. Tho battle of the 
routes has been fairly fought under 
Con.servativo rule, the Government be- 
ing resolved to obtain all needful infor- 
mation before commencing active opera- 
tions on the road itself. The wisdom 
of the delay which occurred in finally 
deterininiiig tho route until tho coun- 
try lying between Pino river jjass and 
the coast. had been oxainined, and a 
trial'line run from Port Simpson up 
Skeena river, is now frankly acknowl- 
edged by all parties. That tho best 
route lia.s been adopted, after following 
the host inethodH to secure it, is no 
longer cjucstioned. The work of con- 
struction will thus be entered upon 
under most favorable conditions. The 
Dominion Government will receive the 
support of British Columbia in the 
task of uniting it by railway connec- 
tions with other provinces. Occupy- 
ing this favorable position, the outlook 
as regards tho construction of the Pa- 
cific railway is bright and hopeful.

A FORCED OONPESSION. 

SoTT a Xlurderer in Franco ivas Con- 
ftontel with tho Evidence of a 
Sorrlble Crime. 

Prevost, the policeman who made 
away with the peddler I,enoble, has at 
last confessed that he was guilty of the 
murder of Adele Blondin, ono of his 
mistresses, who disappeared under mys- 
terious eircumstances some time ago. 
On Friday afternoon Prevost was 
taken from !Mai:as to the oflice of M. 
Bre.saeles, Judge d'Instruetion, who, 
showing him Blondin's shawl, watch, 
jewelry- and other eflects, adjured him 
to speak the truth; but the fellow re- 
peated that she had given them to him, 
and that being in want of money ho 
had sold thorn. One crime was enough 
and if he had comniitt(.'d the other he 
would .say so. liater on, if. Bressellos 
held a consultation with I\l. ^Lice, and 
it was determined to ta'-e the murder- 
er to his diflbrcnt quarters, and (jucs- 
tion liim on the spot 

Accordingl}-, at So'clock yesterday 
morning, Provost was again brought 
out of prison and conducted to iiis 
last habitation in tho Rue IJiquPt. 
Diligent search was made, mattresses 
was opened, tho flooring raised, but all 
in vain. The operation was watched 
by M. Dolise, Procurour of tho Pvepub- 
lic, M. Eres.sellcs, M. Lofeburo and M 
I\laco, but still Provost made no sign, 
but looked about him with the utmost 
indifTerenco. Tlieucc tho party j)roccod- 
od to Provost's first aiiartmont in tho 
Kuo de Roses — tho first rooms which 
ho furnished himself, and this a fort- 
night after Blondin was seen no more. 
Another search took place, but, like 
its predecessor, ■ without result. The 
next visit was to the Ruo do I'Evangile 
where, in a little furnished room on 
the second floor, Prevost had lived dur- 
ing his intimacy with Adolo. It was 
here too, that she came to sco him on 
the fatal Shrove Sundn}-. Here, also, 
a few days afterward ho had remarked 
to iLo proprietor. Mine. Rou.sseau, 
"This poor Afadame Blondin. It is 
very strange that ■we see nothing of 
her. How sorry I am !" The investi- 
gation was naturally more careful in 
this room than in the other.s. As in 
the case tho floor was raised, and 
soon the practiced eye of the magi 
strates detected blood stains, which, 
although removed from tho upper sur- 
face, had left an indellible trace along 
the sides of tho planka "You see, 
Prevost, that blood has been .shed here," 
said M. ]Macc, looking hard at tho 
murderer. 

Utterly bewildered, the man turned 
to M. Bressoles and confes.sed bis guilt. 
Pale and trembling, and supporting 
himself at a table, ho then proceeded 
to give an account of the'crime: "She 
had come to sec ine," he said. "She 
lay on my bed. I took a turn or two 
ill the room, telling lior that I wished 
to see if my comrades were at the post 
opposite, and then I wont up to her 
as if to embrace horj I put my hands 
around her neck, and then I strangled 
her." Here Prevost paused for a mo- 
ment to recover himself, and then 
went on: "When sho was dead I cut 
her in pieces, as I did the other; but 
this time I was more successful. I 
threw the fragments here and there 
in tlio drains, and buried tho head at 
the fortifications at the Port do la 
Chapellc. I know tho spot well, for I 
have returned there often enough." 

The magistrates here suspended the 
inquiry for luncheon, but^ a difficulty 
arose. A tremendous crowd had gath- 
ered outside the house, and, but for 
the protection of tho police, those men 
who felt the disgrace of their late com- 
rade's wickedness, would have executed 
diro vengeance on the murderer. Pre- 
vost was ofl'ered food, too, but he had 
no a])petitc, and only took a little 
bouillion and some wiue. At -t o'clock 
they proceeded to tho Porte de la 
Chapellc. During the drive Prevost 
suddenly exclaimed: "No, I am suf- 
fering too much. I must d"e." And 
he tried to thrust his ho. .1 through tho 
window, but was held back by his 
companions. Arrived at the ill-fated 
spot, they all got down, Prevost sup- 
ported by two men, for ho had given 
away and could hardly stand. Sud- 
denly the murderer mado a cross with 
his left foot and passed on. Three 
turns of the spade and a skull, separat- 
ed into two jiicces and without ono of 
the jaws, was taken up. At 6 o'clock 
Provost was brought to tho Prefecture 
of Police, where he signed the proces 
verbal. — London Telegraph, Oct. 6.

Tho Boposol Qiioon of tho Paris Doml- 
Mondo Departs from Earth. 

(Paris Letter.) 

Einma Crutch, bettor known as Cora 
Pearl, the "first horsewoman of the 
Second Empire," is dead at the age of 
50 years. There is a possibility that 
she may come to life again, for her 
death is only a matter of rumour, .so 
far, — and the ingenious Cora is just 
the sort of a person to endeavor to re- 
vive her withering notoriety by turn- 
ing afloat an announcement tbat will 
set folk to talking and to writing about 
her all over the civilized portions of 
the globe. Tho genesis of this pleasing 
personage is uncertain. Her own story 
of her birth and early life varied with 
her auditor, and was romantic or pro- 
saic as was prompted by the fancy of 
the moment. Certainly, sho was an 
Englishwoman, probably sho was the 
daughter of a respectable music-donlcM-, 
whose shop was in Begont street. Be- 
ing disowned by her parents, and be- 
ing driven out of England by a prosecu- 
tion for debt, she took up her abode in 
Paris in tho days when the Second Em- 
pir't was in the fuU flood of its artifici- 
al prosperity. She had not a hand- 
some face, but she had a fine figure,and 
she rode superbly. Literally, she gal- 
loped into notoriety in Paris, and un 
der the rulo of tho Third Napoleon no- 
toriety was fame, ller great coiujucst 
was Jeromo Napolpon, whom sho caji 
tured while out with tho Prince's stag 
hounds at Mondon; riding to liouiul.s 
and riding to hearts were pretty iiuich 
tho same thing with this cheerful young 
person. Counts many and Dukes a few 
served also in her train, and stray 
Americans possessed of large fortunes 
wero permitted to purchase her smiles at 
the ruling rales of the market. The ru- 
ling rates of the market uniformly were 
high. With the Franco-Prussian \v: v 
and tho Commune the star of Cora s rh 
tiny paled; and as sho was growing to Le 
an oldish woman by this time, it never 
again recovered its brilliancy. As- 
tronomically speaking, she reached tho 
point of her highest ascension simul- 
taneously with tho Empire: that is to 
say, in 1867, tho o.Khibition year. It 
was in this year that she played Cupid 
in the opera of "Orphoc au.K Enfers;" 
dressing the part expensively, taste- 
fully, but not excessively, in a zone 
and necklace of diamonds. After the 
wreck of the Empire, Cora returned to 
Paris — having been temporarily domi- 
ciled in London — and gathered to- 
gether the remnant of her court. But 
it was a dark time in Paris; sho was 
growing oldj her titled friends no long- 
er were numerous, and the few left to 
her were far less friendly than of yore. 
But she was rich, for, with goommond- 
ablo prudence, she had garnered her 
harvest while the sun still shone. 
Under this combination of circum- 
stances the limo seemed favorable for 
the turning dcvoU. However, young 
Duval — the rich proprietor of .the 
many cheap eating-houses in Paris 
founded by tho worthy butcher, his 
father — appeared upon tho scono and 
his plaint (expressed frequently and 
always in four figures) was heeded. All 
Paris laughed at this conquest that the 
industrious Cora had made in the 
youth o£ her old age; and Cora laugh- 
e<1, too, for the francs that she 



was v> inning wore all plentiful and real. 
V.'her. the francs wore all gone sho dropp- 
ed the butcher's son as she would 
have dropped an orange that sho 
had stjuoszcd dry; tho butchor'a 
son bojng refused ^admittance . to 
her apurtmeiat;in(»nt&ently,,slioj^^ 
upon tho threshold. This .vas in Christ- 
mas week, 1S72. Tho upshot of the af- 
fair was that Cora was orJcrod out of 
Prance. Since that time sho has drifted 
about Pluropc, loading not a very satisfac- 
tory life; fur the never very great charm 
(if her person has staled with custom and 
withered sadly witli in^."".Iffsho-(,is :.doad 
at last no ono will mourn for horj and tho 
world will bo rid of her presence.
